Financial Management: Selecting New Enterprises for Your Farm
This workshop is designed to help producers evaluate new enterprises for their farms or family businesses.  It is based on a

set of worksheets to help evaluate the profitability, resource requirements, information needs, marketing decisions, enthusiasm
for, and the risk associated with a new enterprise.  (2-hour course)

Labor Management
Will cover H-2A and H-2B programs for recruiting and hiring immigrant workers, as well as employment office information

for recruiting and hiring locally through the Department for Employment Services.  Additionally, this workshop will cover what
services the Department of Vocational Rehabilitation offers for disabled farmers/farmworkers.  (1 ½-hour course)

Developing Your Business Plan
Participants will be guided through the steps of business plan development,

research, organization, and writing.  This two-hour course will allow time for
participants to ask questions and gain useful information for a business plan.
The 2003 Agricultural Development Fund application will be available as a
basic business plan guide.  (2-hour course)

Diversified Agriculture
Participants will explore potential enterprises for diversifying their farm income.  A tobacco farmer who has successfully

diversified her business will be on hand to share her experiences and answer questions.  (1- hour forum)

Integrated Forest Management
A panel of forest management specialists, including an area producer, will share their expertise in such areas as timber

management, mushrooms, and ginsing.  Participants will have an opportunity to ask questions of the panelists.  (20-minute
presentation, 30 minute Q & A)
